SCHEDULE 

TUTICORIN PORT EMPLOYEES (CLASSIFICATION, CONTROL 
AND APPEAL) SECOND AMENDMENT REGULATIONS, 1996 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963) the Board of 
Trustees for the Port of Tuticorin hereby makes the following Regulations further to amend the Tuticorin Port Employees 
(Classification, Control and Appeal) Regulations, 1979 (Published at G.S.R 101(E) in the Gazette of India extraordinary dated 
the 1st March, 1979), subject to approval of the Central Government under Section 124 ibid 
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1. Short title and commencement: 

(i) These Regulations may be called the Tuticoiin Port Employees (Classification, Control and Appeal) Second 
Amendment Regulations, 1996. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date on which the Central Government's notification approving these 
Regulations is published in the Official Gazette. 

2. (i) The existing provisions of sub-regulation (1) of Regulation 7 shall be substituted by the following, namely— 

“(3) An employee shall be deemed to have been placed under suspension by an order of appointing authority— 

(a) with effect from the date of his detention, if he is detained in custody for a period exceeding forty-eight hours: 

(b) with effect from the date of his conviction, if in the event of a conviction for an offence, he is sentenced to a term 
of imprisonment exceeding forty-eight hours and is not forthwith dismissed or removed or compulsorily retired 
consequent to such conviction. 

Provided that if the employee is acquitted or granted bail, hc/she shall be reinstated in service forthwith, 

Explanation : The period of forty-eight hours referred to in clause (b) of this sub-regulation shall be computed from 
the commencement of the imprisonment after the conviction and for this purpose, intermittent periods of impris¬ 
onment, if any, shall be taken into account”. 

(ii) In regulation 8 for the words “for good and sufficient reasons”, the words “if the chargo(s) is/arc proved and 
keeping in view of the gravity of the charge (s) so proved” shall be substituted. 

(iii) In sub-regulation (2) of Regulation 10 the words “as contemplated in the Tuticorin Port Employees (Con¬ 
duct) Regulations, 1979” shall be inserted between the words “misbehaviour” and “against". 

(iv) In sub-regulation (4) of Regulation 10, for the words “within such time as may be specified” the words and 
figures “within 30 days" shall be substituted. 

(v) Regulation 18 the existing provisions shall be substituted by the following, namely— 

“18. Appeals against orders of the Central Government— 

Notwithstanding anything contained in this part, appeal shall lie before the competent Court of Law against 
any order made with the approval of the Central Government. 

Note : Any order passed by an inquiring authority in the course of an inquiry under Regulation 10 is not 
appealable”.
